Note that this plenary indulgence cannot be ablalned an Goad Friday, as Goad Friday isnot 
considered a “Friday In Lent” because the Triduum isnot considered part of Lent. Odor 
Versions of the Enchiidion said this applies to Fridays during "Passionlide, which refers to 
the last 2 weeks of Lent, ending on Holy Salurday. However, he latest 1999 edition of the 
Manual does not mention "Passiontide" but simply says one can obtain the plenary 
indulgence “on any of the Fridays in Lent’. Qn Good Friday, ane ean instead oblain a plenary 
by doing the Adoration of the Cross (Sea below) or Stations ofthe Gross.
